Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


The  Annual  Report  for  1967  has  been  compiled  in  accordance 
with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/67. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  year  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  Dr.  H.  K.  Watson.  Dr.  Watson  had  been  Medical  Officer  to  this 
Council  for  more  than  41  years,  having  been  appointed  with  effect 
from  the  1st  January  1926,  and  he  acquired  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  the  area  and  its  problems,  not  only  in  his  capacity  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  but  as  a  local  General  Medical  Practitioner.  A 
tribute  to  his  services  to  the  Council  was  paid  by  the  Chairman 
on  the  occasion  of  Dr.  Watson’s  retirement,  and  a  presentation  made 
on  behalf  of  Members  and  Officials. 

The  mid-1967  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  be  13,550  an  increase  of  50,  compared  with  1966. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  249,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  18.4  per 
thousand  of  population.  This  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  birth¬ 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  by  multiplying  the  local  birth 
rate  by  a  factor  known  as  the  comparability  factor,  which  for  this  dis¬ 
trict  in  1967  was  1.02.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  18.8  compared  with 
17.2  for  England  and  Wales.  Further  details  will  be  found  on  page  4. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  126  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate 
of  10.9  (comparability  factor  1.18)  compared  with  11.2  for  England 
and  Wales.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  of  all  types 
accounted  for  68  or  54%  of  all  deaths  during  the  year,  while  malignant 
diseases  accounted  for  32  deaths  or  25.4%  of  the  total.  Further  details 
will  be  found  on  page  8. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  was  399  and  the  most 
important  in  terms  of  numbers  was  measles  which  accounted  for  365 
cases,  scarlet  fever  13,  whooping  cough  12  and  acute  pneumonia  5 
cases.  There  were  four  cases  of  dysentery  which  were  all  isolated  in¬ 
cidents  occuring  at  different  times  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  smallpox,  but  the  risk 
of  such  diseases  is  always  present  and  the  importance  of  immunisation 
and  vaccination  cannot  be  over  emphasised. 

Routine  milk  sampling  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council  for  bacteriological  cleanliness  including  Brucellosis  and  in  the 
case  of  milk  retailed  after  heat  treatment  that  such  treatment  was 
satisfactory.  Brucellosis,  an  unpleasant  disease,  is  transmitted  to  man 
in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  as  a  result  of  drinking  infected  milk 
which  has  not  been  pasteurised  or  sterilised.  Brucellosis  was  the 
subject  of  a  report  to  the  Health  Committee  in  October  1967. 
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Public  Sewers  are'  available  In  the  parishes  of  Brown  Edge, 

Endon  and  Stanley,  and  Longnor.  Two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are 

situated  at  Endon  and  Longnor,  the  sewage  from  Brown  Edge  being 
treated  at  the  Norton  Green  Works  now  in  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 
In  addition  a  small  but  adequate  Disposal  Works  situated  at  Black- 

shaw  Moor  serves  the  Council  House  Estate  and  the  Army  Training 
Camp  which  adjoins.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  dependent  on 
“village  drains”,  individual  septic  tanks,  cesspools  and  soakaways  for 
disposal  of  waste.  An  ingenious  idea  of  Mr.  Spencer’s  concerning  night 
soil  collection  was  put  into  operation  and  proved  very  successful. 

Details  will  be  found  on  page  12.  Tenders  for  the  construction  of 
Relief  Sewers  in  Endon  and  the  construction  of  a  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  to  replace  the  existing  overloaded  Treatment  Works  have  been 
received  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  commencement  will  be  made  early 
in  1968  and  this  will  be  followed  by  the  much  needed  sewering  of 
Bagnall  and  Stanley.  In  addition,  a  scheme  for  the  Village  of  Rudyard 
is  in  course  of  preparation. 

During  the  past  few  years,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  extended  negotiations  have  been  taking 
place  between  several  adjacent  Local  Authorities  with  a  view  to  form¬ 
ing  a  joint  Water  Board.  For  various  reasons,  these  discussions  did  not 
prove  successful  in  forming  a  board  and  at  the  further  request  of  the 
Ministry  negotiations  were  commenced  with  the  Staffordshire  Potteries 
Water  Board  to  examine  possible  take-over  of  the  Council’s  Water 
undertaking  by  that  Board.  These  discussions  proved  successful  and  an 
order  was  confirmed  in  Parliament  providing  for  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board  taking  over  this  Council's  water  undertaking 
on  the  1st  April,  1967. 

Following  a  series  of  unsatisfactory  routine  samples  taken  from 
the  five  Public  Wells  in  Butterton  village,  the  Council  decided  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  mains  supply  of  water  is  now  available  to 
serve  the  users  of  these  wells,  that  they  be  closed  as  from  1st  February, 
1968. 


In  presenting  this  report  it  Is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  help 
I  have  received  from  your  Health  Inspectors  and  the  co-operation  of 
other  departments  of  this  Council.  1  am  grateful  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  your  interest  and  support  during 
the  year.

All  the  waters  in  supply  were  100%  free  from  E.  coli  I.  (Faecal) 
organisms  and  therefore  of  the  highest  bacterial  purity.  Treatment 
and  chlorination  continued  satisfactorily  to  maintain  the  high  standard. 

The  waters  are  also  of  the  highest  organic  quality  and  no  lead 
has  been  detected  in  any  of  the  samples  analysed. 

In  both  the  Hulme  End  and  the  Leek  U.D.C.  bulk  supply  from 
Pool  End  the  concentration  of  fluoride  is  less  than  0.05  parts  per 
million  which  means  that  for  practical  purposes  in  the  prevention 
of  dental  caries  the  amount  is  negligible. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  in  every  parish  throughout  the

Reference  should  be  made  here  to  the  new  Dual  Tip  vehicle 
which  was  put  into  service  in  June  to  serve  the  Hill  Districts  with 
a  “Dual”  refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  service  and  which  replaced 
a  12  cu.  yard  side-loader  in  which  was  fitted  a  separate  tank  at  the 
front  of  the  body  to  contain  nightsoil. 


As  no  vehicle  of  the  type  required  appeared  to  be  in  manufacture, 
the  adaptation  of  a  vehicle  to  serve  both  purposes  raised  many  prob¬ 
lems  and  eventually,  through  the  ingenuity  of.  Mr.  Spencer  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  manufacturers  and  a  local  engineer,  the  resultant 
vehicle  was  produced.  Basically,  the  layout  of  the  vehicle  is  such 
that  a  300  gallon  galvanised  steel  tank  was  fitted  in  the  vacant  space 
created  by  using  a  single  cab,  the  nightsoil  being  raised  into  the  tank 
from  filling  hoppers  by  air  pressure.  The  capacity  of  the  vehicle  and 
of  the  tank  are  such  that  it  will  thus  be  possible  to  eliminate  the 
need  for  outlying  tips  and  to  dispose  of  nightsoil  at  the  Endon 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  which  provision  is  being  made  in  the 
extensions 


Whilst  the  main  tip  at  Stockton  Brook  continues  to  be  main¬ 
tained  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  much  concern  is  raised  over 
the  condition  of  the  “Village”  tips  still  in  use  which  are  the  subject 
of  an  increased  amount  of  unauthorised  tipping,  the  origin  of  which 
is  felt  to  be  from  without  the  district.  In  view  of  this  and  the  com¬ 
position  of  the  refuse,  the  maintenance  of  these  tips  presents  a 
serious  problem. 
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CONVERSIONS  OF  PAILS  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 


Surveys  of  the  properties  in  Brown  Edge  and  Longnor  were  carried 
out  to  ascertain  those  which  had  not  yet  been  provided  with  W.C.’s 
although  public  sewers  were  readily  available. 

The  findings  of  the  surveys  were  as  follows: —

As  a  result  of  these,  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  were 
circularised  in  an  effort  to  provide  the  voluntary  conversion  of  the 
closets  prior  to  any  necessary  formal  action,  and  were  also  interviewed. 

The  results  of  these  approaches  were  most  encouraging  and  it 
was  apparent  that  there  was  only  a  small  percentage  of  cases  where 
formal  action  may  have  to  be  resorted  to. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  making  contributions  to  owners 
voluntarily  carrying  out  privy  conversions  of  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the 
work  involved,  the  maximum  payable  being  £20.  Eight  applications  were 
approved  during  the  year  in  respect  of  1  Property  at  Brown  Edge  and 
7  at  Longnor. 

In  addition  31  W.C.'s  were  installed  in  conjunction  with  Improve¬ 
ment  Grant  work.

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(a)  DISCRETIONARY  CHANTS 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


(a)  Brucellosis. 

The  greater  proportion  of  the  milk  produced  by  farmers  in  the 
rural  district  is  sent  routinely  for  heat  treatment.  The  quantity 
of  raw  milk  as  a  proportion  of  total  production  sold  by  individual 
farmers  varies  considerably,  for  example  one  farmer  has  only  one 
consumer  other  than  his  own  family. 

194  routine  tests  were  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  during 
the  year  and  six  herds  were  found  to  be  infected.  All  the  farmers 
concerned  were  visited  by  a  member  of  the  Health  Department 
staff.  These  visits  revealed  that  one  farmer  had  arranged  an 
alternative  supply  for  his  only  customer.  In  the  second  case 
action  was  taken  by  a  neighbouring  authority  in  whose  area  the 
milk  was  retailed.  In  the  third  case  an  order  was  issued  res¬ 
tricting  the  sale  of  milk  for  human  consumption  unless  subjected 
to  heat  treatment.  In  the  remaining  three  cases  the  farmers 
had  already  called  in  their  own  veterinary  surgeon  who  had  identi¬ 
fied  the  infected  animals  by  means  of  the  ring  test.  No  sampling 
for  the  purpose  of  Brucella  infection  was  undertaken  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  during  the  year. 


(b)  The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  within  the  district. 


(c)  Food  Hygiene 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations  1966  which  lay  down  requirements  relating  to  the 
hygienic  practices  in  connection  with  such  “premises”  came  into 
operation  on  1st  January  1967.  There  are  no  markets  held 
within  the  district  and  the  few  delivery  vehicles  operating  from 
premises  in  the  district  were  made  to  comply  with  the  Regulations 
following  informal  approach  to  the  operators. 


(d)  Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  district. 


(e)  Slaughterhouses  and  Knacker’s  Yards 

Three  premises  are  licensed  as  Slaughterhouses  and  one  as  a 
Knacker’s  Yard.  It  is  satisfying  to  again  report  that  100%  Meat 
Inspection  is  maintained. 

(f)  Ice  Cream 

Sixty-seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 
No  premises  are  registered  for  manufacture. 


(g)  Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.
